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CATO URGES 800 MORE 
MEN FOR ROAD PATROL 


|tions of traffic law violations. 


“We need more uniformed men to 
patrol California's highways!” 

That was the crux of a brief safe- 
ty plea voiced yesterday by Chief! 
Raymond Cato of the State High- 
way Patrol at a mecting of the! 
traffic and safety committee of the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

Chief Cato made known his re- 
quest for at least 800 more State 
highway patrolmen at the same 
time ihat he disclosed how Califor- 
nia's traffic detail has been acting 
as a clinic to analyze mortality 
causes during the past two- years. 

More rapid enforcement of the 
State's highway regulations Chief 
Cato termed the hard way of at- 
taining traffic safety. But he as- 
serted that it is the only way. 

“We have 86,000 miles of im- 
proved highways in California,’ he 
said. “To patrol this road system 
we have exactly 657 men. We need 
at Jeast 1500. : 

“To obtain this increase in our 
force, I stiggest .afairer distribu- 
tion. of the $3 license fee.” 

At present,. he explained, the 
State Highway Patrol receives 
about $2,000.009 annually for all its 
expenses. This is Jess than 20 per 
cent of the revenue accruing from 


motorists’ registration fees. 


Results of the two-year traffic 
clinic which he has been conduct-| 
ing included the facts that: 

The average specd of motorists 
has inereased ten miles an hour 
since 1933. 

Ten and twenty-ton trucks aver- 
age forty miles an hour on the; 
highway.
